While some small: boys have enlisted 
and are herding cows and doing chores 6n farms today, the 
most of the Soldiers of the ‘Soil are the ‘‘big huskies’’ of 
fifteen to nineteen years, big and capable for work on large 
They are ehrough “ playing injun’ 
and make believe ‘‘Knight’’ business, They are willing 
and capable of playing the gamé like men in the fields and 
to take their discipline like men in the fighting game. They 
have heard the call of the ‘‘ farm for food” project and are 
determined to put the prod into production and take: the 
hun out of hunger. 

Next time you are in town, Mr. Farmer, inquire for the 
local ‘‘S.0.8,’’ secretary and ‘ask him in a kindly manner 
for an application form, fill it in, meking sure to state how 
many boys you want, when you want them, and what for. 
The secretary will mail it in for you. Apply early. There 
are a few big ones left. When you go home, tell your-wife 
what you have done, and explain to her, that owing to war, 
the labor question has undergone some changes; that the 
farmers can hardly expect uudeveloped boys to put up with 


' the same accommodations that men have heen patting; op 


yith; that the boys onght to have three-eqtare 

cooked by some competent person, and good ‘seinloriable 
beds to sleep in at night, if possible in the home. Remem- 
ber too, Mr. Farmer, that these young soldiers set out, 
accompanied by little or no martial music. Many of then 
are from good homes and practically all of them from the 
school grounds. You will get more out of them if you do 
not put down hefore’ them a menu of ‘‘all work and no 
play.’’ Open your home and your heart, and resolve to 
‘big brother’’ your help. The boys and you have a com- 
mon cause,:namely, feeding the fighter who represents us in 


greatest opportunity of your lifetime, farmers. Convert 
your farm into a plow-handle school and make real men out 
of the city boys. It is worth more to the boy to learn to 
drive a breaking plow or a binder, than an automobile; to 
milk at a cow’s side than to recreate at the seaside; to mix 
with real men doing a good job than to mix sundaes at a 
soda-water fountain; to measure his strength against a hard task than 
to measute ribbons at a counter; to feed cattle and hogs and drive a 
team than to drive a tennis ball; to gain vigor and vitality by work 
rather than by weeks of rest and recuperation. Three months on @ farm 
should be worth at least a year in ordinary schoul training in develop- 
ing manhood; but remember the future efficiency of every student 
Gepends greatly on the school he attends and the teacher’ who tutors 
him. Plan to make your next years hired man out of a boy this year.
